A far reaching decision which becomes of 
interest as related to the central states agi- 
tation for 2 cent passenger fares on railroads 
was given out yesterday at Madison by the 
Wisconsin railroad commission, cutting pas- 
senger rates on the Chicago and Northwest- 
ern, the Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul, 
and the Chicago, St. Paul, Minneapolis and 
Omaha roads from 8 to 2½ cents a mile within 
twenty days. 

Though the other roads within the state of 
Wisconsin are not touched by the order, it is 
believed they all will reduce rates to corre- 
spond gladly, and thus perhaps escape the 
deluge of 2 cent rate agitation. 


Mileage Books at Two Cents. 

The commission also ordered that 500 mile 
books or tickets good within the state for the 
use of the purchaser or his family be placed 
on sale at a flat rate of 2 cents a mile. : 

The decision. grows out of complaints filed 
last March against every railroad operating 
within the state, alleging that 8 cents a mile 
for passengers was exorbitant. Six months 
were consumed in taking testimony and con- 
sidering exhibits presented by the railroads, 
and five months in considering the merits of 
the case. 

The commission was appointed by Gov. La 
Follette and is esteemed as unusually able in 
the make up. John Barnes is its chairman. 


Beginning of the Inquiry. 

The inquiry was started after complaint 
had been made against the Chicago and 
Northwestern railway by A. E. Buell, a farm- 
er of Sun Prairie. Former Secretary of State 
Walter L. Houser of Mondovi was complain- 
ant against the St. Paul and the Omaha 
roads. 

The decision directly affects a majority 
ot the mileage in the state, as out of a total 
of 7,085 miles the Northwestern had on 
June 30, 1906, 1,800 miles: the St. Paul, 
1,727; and the Omaha 753. As a result of 
the action of the commission it is expected 
at Madison that various bills now in the legis- 
lature providing for a 2 cent fare will be 
withdrawn or killed.

Elaborate Testimony Prepared. 

The evidence probably is the most elaborate 
ever presented before a railroad commission 
in any state, consisting of 600 pages of testi- 
mony and more than 200 exhibits. An analysis 
of the passenger traffic in Wisconsin over 
the St. Paul road for the calendar year of 
1905 alone cost $8,000 In its preparation, and 
shows the number of passengers carried, 
revenue, rate, average fare, etc. 

In the opinion of the commission the reduc- 
tion to 2% cents a mile on state traffic of the 
Northwestern road will enable that corpora- 
tion to earn substantially 6% per cent on that 
portion of the value of its property that 
should be assigned against such traffic. A 
reduction to 2 cents a mile would enable the 
company to earn practically 34% per cent upon 
such value. 

The commission holds that the 2% cent rate 
will enable the Omaha to earn substantial- 
ly 5% per cent on its passenger business, 
while a reduction to 2 cents would permit 
the company to earn 2.8 per cent upon such 
value. The calculation upon which the new 
rate is ordered is based on the year 1905, 
which, in railroad parlance, was one of the 
“fat” years. 


May Affect Other States. 

One interesting effect of the decision is 
the probable bearing it will have on the 2 
cent passenger fare legislation of other 
states, as it is known that some of the legis- 
lative committees in charge of the bills have 
been waiting for the Wisconsin decision, 
knowing the commission had gone into the 
matter exhaustively. This is especially true 
of the railroad committee of the lowa senate. 

Gov. Deneen also is advocating the policy 
of turning the Illinois rate question over to 
the rehabilitated state railroad and ware- 
house commission for an inquiry. 

The railroads in Wisconsin are inclined to 
accept the finding of the commission without 
protest. 

Wo accept the ruling of the commission 
in its present shape,” said F. A. Miller, gen- 
eral passenger agent of the St. Paul road, 
last night, “and have already put men to 
work adjusting the passenger tariffs to con- 
form with it.“ 


See Loss in Two Cent Fare.

WILL COMBAT DALRYMPLE. 


Special Envoy of I. M. 0. Says Public 
Ownership Is Only Thing. 


Philip Goodman, Mayor Dunne's latest ex- 

pert on foreign street railways, returned 
yesterday from a three months’ study of 
municipal ownership in the British isles, 
Holland, and Belgium. 
The report which Mr. Goodman will make 
to the mayor through Dr. Doty some time 
before election is eagerly awaited by the 
I. M. O. following as the final word in the 
public discussion of the traction question. 

Some of the mayor's advisers go so far as 
to opine that on the revelations that are 
forthcoming from this trusted investigator 
the ordinances will stand or fall at the polls. 

It is hoped by the I. M. O. enthugiasts that 
Mr. Goodman's findings will prove more en- 
couraging than the unfortunate and long 
suppressed verdict of Mr. Dalrymple of 
Glasgow, the mayor’s first foreign expert 
on municipal ownership. 


Goodman a Versatile Man. 

That the mayor’s latest special commis- 
sioner to foreign lands is an authority of no 
mean ability is well known in the city hall. 
Unlike Mr. Dalrymple, whose experience was 
limited entirely to traction affairs, Mr. Good- 
man is a man of extraordinary versatility. 

Before leaving for Europe on his civic 
mission Mr. Goodman was om the city pay 
roll as an obstruction inspector in the street 
department. Concurrently with his work as 
a city employé he managed two saloons and 
a restaurant in different parts of thé city. 
These interests interfered greatly with his 
official duties, as he himself frankly la- 
mented at the time, and on one occasion his 
versatility was made the subject of remark 
by the Citizens’ associaition. But Mr. Good- 
man’s hold on the city pay roll was not 
loosened, a fact that was accepted as further 
proof of his remarkable versatilit'y, 


Confers with Dr. Doty. 

Mr. Goodman arrived in the city in the 
forenoon and soon afterward was observed 
in the city hall. He had several secret con- 
ferences with Dr. Doty, but declined to re- 
veal the results of his foreign investigations 
beyond the generalization that municipally 
operated street car stems abroad are bet- 
ter managed than the privately operated 
lines in this country. The equipment, he ad- 
mitted, is better in this country than abroad. 

It would not be professional for me to 
reveal any portion of my report until it has 
been submitted to Dr. Doty, my chief,“ said 
Mr. Goodman. “I expect to prepare it at

SHOT LATER IN TOWN JAIL. 


His Victims Martyrs to Zeal in War on 
Liquor Saloons.

Malden, Mo., Feb. 18.— [Special. IX. L. 
Brannon, a saloonkeeper, killed Prosecuting 
Attorney D. R. Cox and Dr. J. W. Beall this 
evening. Brannon himseif was shot to death 
just before midnight while the sheriff was 
taking him from the jail to the county seat. 

Brannon's murder of Cox and Beall was as 
@eliberate as his own killing by the hands of 
an unknown avenger was mysterious. 

A man concealed in the shadow of the jail 
fired several shots at him as he was being 
taken out of the building. Theavenge@ es- 
caped in the darkness. 


Martyrs to War on Rum. 

Cox and Beall were martyrs to their zeal 
in enforcing the local option law. There are 
no saloons in Malden, but Brannon had a 
joint just across the New Madrid county line, 
which is within the city limite. 

Cox and Beall, with a farmer named Davis, 
were sitting in the doctor’s office while Dr. 
R. H. Beall, father of J. W. Beall, was in an 
adjoining room, when Brannon stepped in 
the door and began firing without warning. 
He first shot Cox, who staggered toward the 
door, and then shot him in the back before 
he fell. Beall sprang to his feet as the shoot- 
ing began, and the assassin then shot him 
down. 

Davis fell over on the floor and escaped. In 
all five shots were fired, and after emptying 
his revolver Brannon snapped it In the elder 
Dr. Beall’s face. 

After the shooting Brannon coolly proceed- 
ed down the street and right into the arms of 
City Marshal Barham, who locked him up. 


Always Fought Saloons. 

D. R. Cox was 50 years old, and had served 
four terms as mayor of this city and two 
terms as prosecuting attorney of Dunklin 
county. He began the local option movement 
in this section, and was a prominent figure 
in the fight against the liquor traffic, having 
made speeches in every local option campaign 
in the state. He had waged an uncompro- 
mising battle against Brannon’s whisky joint. 

Dr. J. W. Beall was about 30 years old and 
married. He was an ardent temperance and 
local option advocate and a close friend of 
Attorney Cox. Their offices adjoined and 
their evenings frequently were spent - 
gether. 

Brannon, the murderer, is about 30 years old 
and unmarried. He belongs to a well known 
family in this county. It is said he has been

Ald. Snow Would Have City 
Supervise the Corporations 
Which Hold Franchises. 


ASKS ACTION BY COUNCIL. 


Declares His Project Has Advan- 
tages Over Municipal Own- 
ership Proposition. 


* 


Ald. B. W. Snow of the Seventh ward atirred 
up the city council at its meeting last night 
when he presented a resolution calling for the 
creation of a board of control for public serv- 
ice corporations. On his motion it was or- 
dered published and deferred. The resolution 
directed the committee on judiciary to pre- 
pare an ordinance creating the board. 

The outline for the ordinance provided that 
the board should consist of three members to 
be appointed by the mayor to serve two 
years, removable by the mayor when two- 
thirds of the council approve, or by the coun- 
cil when two-thirds of the aldermen approve. 
They may not own stock or be interested in 
the operation of any public service corpora- 
tion in Chicago, and shall engage in the 
active participation in no other business. 
The salaries of the chairman and members 
of the board is left blank. 

Provision also is made fora chiefclerk and 
an attorney and such other help as shall be 
required, including mechanical and electrical 
engineers and technical experts. 


Duties of Proposed Board. 

The duties of the board are outlined as fol- 
lows: 

Supervision and regulation of public service cor- 
porations to the full extent that the right of such 
supervision and regulation is reserved to the city. 

Enforce compliance by such companies with all 
lawful orders or ordinances of the city council. 

Collect and compile information bearing upon 
the relation of such corporations to the munici- 
pality. 

Make such investigations as may be necessary 
to furnish the city council with such data as may 
be asked for, and perform such other duties as 
may from time to time be assigned it by the city 
council. 

Make recommendations for legislation necessary 
for proper reguletion of such corporations and 
such other information as may aid in properly and 
effectually regulating such corporations. 

Any public service corporation which shall ob- 
ject to carrying out any order of the board may 
file objections in writing and demand a public 
hearing, and at such hearing the board shall sit 
as a body and the decision of a majority of such 
board shall be final and binding. : 


Aims at Telephone Company. 

“Tt is the antithesis of municipal owner- 
ship,” said Ald. Snow efter the council meet- 
ing. “It gives the city municipal control 
without any of the objectionable features of 
municipal ownership.“ { 

The firet work of the board of control, as 
outlined by Ald. Snow, in another resolution, 
related to the Chicago Telephone company 
or whatever corporation succeeds it. This 
resolution, which also was ordered published 
and deferred on Ald. Snow’s motion, said the 
telephone business is essentially a monopoly 
and the service should be furnished to the 
public at the full actual cost of the service 
rendered, plus an amount sufficient to pay a 
reasonable interest on the money invested. 


Plan for a Franchise. 

The resolution directed the council com- 
mittee on gas, oil, and electric light to pre- 
pare a telephone franchise, to be exercised 
through the proposed board of public service 
control, on the following terms: 

Franchise to be indeterminate and the Pight to 
revoke it to rest with the council either for city 
operation or to grant to another corporation. 

In case of a franchise extension to the Chicago 
Telephone company, its capitalization to represent 
existing property. 

In case of a new corporation capitalization to be 
issued only upon condition and in such amounts 
as board after public hearing shall determine rea- 
sonably necessary. 

Provisions are made for earnings, fixed charges, 
sinking funds. 

The board of control may revise rates of service 
whenever it appears they produce a revenue greater 
than is needed to properly meet requirements, or 
are too low. 


PULLMAN LUMBER BURNS; 
EIGHT FIREMEN SUFFER. 


Flames Destroy Part of Yards, Caus- 
ing Loss of $150,000—Men Blinded 
and Overcome by Smoke. 


A fire which threatened the lumber yards 
of the Pullman Car company, One Hundred 
and Tenth street and Pullman avenue, West 
Pullman, yesterday was responeible for the 
injury of eight firemen and the loses of $150,- 
000 worth of hardwood lumber. The firemen 
were temporarily blinded or overcome by 


smoke.

DELAYS INQUEST AT ARMOUR’S. 


Coroner’s Jury Hears Some Testi- 
mony and Adjourns Till Feb. 
25 for More. 


The coroner's inquest into the deaths of 
the thirteen victims of an explosion in Ar- 
mour & Co.’s plant at the stockyards on 
Jan. 28 was reopend yesterday and continued 
again. 

Theodore A. Smith and John Whitney, 
engineer and assistant engineer in the plant, 
both testified that the ammonia gas com- 
pressor, which exploded, had been in good 
working order. Whitney said he had ex- 
amined the compressor ten minutes before 
the explosion and found it working properly. 

W. F. Pilsbury, agent for the makers of 
the machine, said he thought the explosion 
was. caused either by the presence of liquid 
ammonia in the cylinder or the pounding of 
the piston head against the head of the 
cylinder. In either case, he said, the con- 
struction of the machine would be at fault. 

The inquest was continued to Feb. 26.

Democratic Choice Will Be 
Made in Old Ante-Con- . 
vention Fashion. 


HARD FOR A PARK HORSE’ 
Difficulty of Delivering Dele- 
gates Checks Talk of a 
Third Man, 


It was made plain yesterday that the dem- 
ocratic nomination for mayor is to be settied 
in the good old fashioned way. There are to 
be the same old primaries, the regulation 
caucus the night before the convention, and 
the convention—with many vocal and, per- 
haps, some fistic objectione—will register the 
will of the caucus, The caucus will be the 
thing. 

To this extent Roger Sullivan, the national 
committeeman from Illinois, has had his 


no more running around of men who can or 
cannot bring delegates to the convention with 
promises of how they will deliver this or 
that delegation. The men who have no 
chance of influencing a single delegate may 
do it, but the men who have reason to think 
they have their wards behind them will wait 
for the roundup. 

Then, when the delegates are elected and 
the committeemen know absolutely how 
many votes they have to deliver, they will 
get together in the caucus and, by a 2 
proposition in arithmetic, add two and four 
together and decide who will be the nominee. 


Some Primary Fights. 

This does not mean there will be any pri- 
mary fights. The average democrat would 
not be happy unless he had some kind of a 
scrap at a primary. But they will be con- 
fined to the wards where the conditions are 
right. Where there is no opposition to the 
“ organization” the committeemefi will name 
the delegates without trouble. 

There will be a fight in the Second ward 
where the Hopkins-McCarthy following, al- 
lied with the Dunne I. M. O. contingent, will 
make things interesting for Frank §olon. 
Henry M. Ashton, Maxwell Edgar, and the 
rest of the I. M. O. pay roll brigade in the 
Third ward will assert themselves, even if 
Pat White, who is drawing a salary from the 
Dunne administration, is with them for the 
renomination of thé present mayor. 

In the Sixth ward the Harrison people, as 
represented by Tom Carey, have built a 
under Commissioner of Public Works Me- 
Connell simply because he is Mayor Dunne's 
campaign manager, and in the Nineteenth 
ward the opponents of Ald. John Powers 
are out shouting for Harrison. for the reason 
that Powers is shouting for Dunne. If Pow- 
ers were with Harrison the chances are the 
opposition would have Dunne as their candi- 
date. They are bound to have a fight any- 


how. 
Peace in Sullivan’s Ward. 


So it goes all over the city. It was settled

If Harrison is not nominated Dunne 
will de.“ Then, when asked as to his opin- 
ion as to the result Ald. Kenna said: 

Just now it is an even break. We will 
have to settle it in theecaucus.”’ And Ald. 
Powers, who speaks for the Nineteenth ward, 
added: 

“It will take a caucus to settle it. I think 
now, however, Dunne has the advantage.” 


Difficult for Third Candidate. 


The difficulty which all the democratic 
managers realize stands in the way of the 
nomination of a third candidate is that it 
would be necessary to transfer to him not 
only all of what can be called the Sullivan 
strength but the entire following of either 
Harrison or Dunne. This is a hard thing to 
do. Some delegates are apt to be lost in the 
transfer.

William Kent Tells of Diag- 
nosis of Contents of Mayor 
Dunne’s Cranium. 


ALSO PRIZE VACILLATOR. 


No One on Earth Can Tell What 
His Honor Will Do at 
Any Time. 


Willlam Kent bitterly arraigned Mayor 
Dunne yesterday, im a talk on The Inde- 
pendent Movement in City Government at 
the noonday meeting of the Central Y. M. 
C. A. Mr. Kent declared he could see no 
reason why any one should want the present 
mayor to the office for another term. 

I have heard it said that Mayor Dunne s 
head is full of scrambled eggs,’’ said the 
speaker. “At any rate I cannot understand 
why he should be nominated for mayor 
again, although some of those eggs may be 
good ones. No one knows what policy he 
will pursue should he be re#lected. There 
isn’t a soul on earth whe gan tell anything 
about him. 

Perhaps hig followers think he will bring 
them immediate municipal ownership, but he 
can offer no better plan than that incorpor- 
ated in the present ordinances. 


Praises Traction Ordinances. 

Mr. Kent, who used to bean alderman, who 
is always a reformer, and who for a time was 
a believer in Dunne, gave unstinted praise to 
the present plan of settlement of the etreet 
railway question. He said the ordinances 
were the best that could be devised to hasten 
the independent movement in municipal gov- 
ernment. 

The proposed ordinances which now are 
before the people offer the only reasonable 
and rational way to bring about municipal 
ownership,’ he declared. “I don’t know 
how Mayor Dunne can do any better. If we 
wait for him to settle the traction question 
we are likely to have chaos for years to 
come. 

“We see Mayor Dunne’s methode in the 
appointment of all of his adherents to places 
in the city’s legal department.

Mr. Kent recommended the independent 
movement in the selection of city officials as 
the solution of municipai problems. He 
urged the appointment of the best and most 
capable man obtainable for the office of 
mayor, and dubbed the present system of 
party nominations as a ridiculoue farce.” 

The question of the cost of public utilities 
is far more important than party questions, 
such as the tariff, explained the speaker.

At starts out with be- 
queathing Harry Thaw’s one-fifth interest 
in the Thaw homestead on Fifth street, Pitts- 
burg, to his brothers, Josiah and Edward. 
and to his sisters, the countess of Yarmouth 
and Mrs. George Lauder Carnegie. Various 
other Pittsburg real estate ie similarly dis- 
posed of. 

To fourteen different persons whose names 
were not read in the sum of $1,000 each is be- 
queathed. Some score of persons are to get 
$500 each, their names also unread. These 
gifts are made simply as tokens of my 
friendship.“ 


Provides for His Wife. 


The will then provides for the future of 
Evelyn Nesbit Thaw, as follows:

shell be in no manner Hable to execution, 
attachment, or other process for debts or 
liabilities which he may contract or incur. 


He Feared Violent Death. 


In case I die other than a natural death 
or upon my death there shall be any suspicion 
surrounding the cause of my death, or in case 
I should be made away with in any suspicious 
way without full knowledge of the circum- 
stances of my end being known, I direct that 
my executors immediately set apart the sum 
of $50,000, to be used, in all or in part, in 
discovering the circumstances relating there- 
to, and should any person or persons be sus- 
pected of guilt in connection therewith, the 
said sum to be used in bringing to justice such 
suspected person or persons with the utmost 
diligence. 

Should any larger sums be required for 
such purpose, I authorize my executors to 
expend such additional sum or sums, as may 
be required to effect such purpose or pur- 
poses, at their discretion.” 


Estate Held in Trust. 


After disposing of several others, all per- 
sonal legacies, the will goes on: 

„ All the rest, residue and remainder of my 
estate, real, personal, or mixed, and includ- 
ing the estate of which under my father’s 
will I have power of appointment or testa- 
mentary disposition, I give intrust. My exe- 
cutors shall have full power and authority 
to appoint a trustee or trustees for said trust. 
From the income arising from said trust 
shall be paid to my wife, should she survive 
me, in lieu of dower, $12.000 annually in quar- 
terly installments, during her natural life, or 
so long as she remain unmarried, without 
being liable in any manner to assignment, 
charge, or anticipation by her. 

“Should my wife survive me and marry, 
then she shall be paid from the income aris- 
ing from said trust during her natural life, 
the sum of $4,000 annually, in quarterly in- 
stallments in place of the aforesaid sum of 
512.000.“ 

There follow several sections providing that 
in case of the death of Evelyn Nesbit Thaw 
the sums bequeathed to her shall go to certain 
other persons whose names were not read 
in court. The will appoints as executors 
John Denniston Lyon, a cousin, and Josiah 
Copley Thaw, a brother of Harry Thaw, to- 
gether with a third person whose name was 
not read in court.

Sure Thaw Was Insane. 

The witness next went into a description 
of his third visit to Thaw on Sept. 19.

He displayed a highly explosive 
mental makeup in that without adequate 
cause he dismissed his counsel and phys- 
icilans after he had agreed in advance that 
we should come there for tae purpose indi- 
cated.

He had a cut on 
the forefinger of his right hand, but said he 
did not know how he received it. He was 
locked up in the city hall station. 

Cochrane, hardly able to talk because of 
two severe cuts across his mouth, asserted 
that Williams had bumped into him and that 
he pushed him aside. Williams then, he said, 
after an exchange of blows, drew the razor 
from his vest pocket and pursued him, mak- 
ing several slashes at his neck. 


Denies He Is “Spotter.”

DEATH OF RALPH TILTON. 


FORMER CHICAGOAN , SON OF THE- 
ODORE, DIES IN NEW YORK. 


Once Editor of the Delineator, Began 
His Career as a Deviser of Unique 
Advertising Literature in Chicago 
—Mrs. Bertha Bauduay Commits 
Suicide, Leaving a Note That Since 
Ralph Died She Had Nothing Else 
Left in Life Worth Living For. 


Ralph Tilton, recently editor of the De- 
Uneator, who died at his residence, 788 West 
End avenue, New York, on Saturday at the 
age of 87 years, began his life work in Chi- 


cago and was for several years connected 
with the firm of Carson, Pirie, Scott & Co. 
He was the son of Theodore Tilton, and it is 
said the first position he ever held was that 
of messenger boy for John D. Rockefeller. 
Later he worked in New York City for Mr. 
Pirie, who sent him to Chicago to take charge 
of the mail order department of Carson, 
Pirie, Scott & Co. 

Under Mr. Tilton’s management the mail 
order branch of the business developed until, 
it is understood, the house faced the necessity 
of choosing whether to discontinue the mail 
order or the wholesale department.

sometimes paid by the producer and more 
frequently by the consumer. 


Ignore “Popular Clamor.”’ 


It has been the policy of this commission 
to reduce rates on freight, because it was 
satisfied that reductions should be applied 
on the class of service on which it considered 
the net earnings of the carriers were unrea- 
sonably large. 

It believes it is right in concluding that 
the passenger business should stand on its 
own bottom, and we cannot pervert our judg- 
ment at the behests of popular clamor. 

While the importance of cheap fares 
should not be minimized, the demand for ad- 
equate service cannot beignored. There are 
persistent requests for more trains, faster 
trains, and bettertrains. Perhaps those who 
travel most attach more importance to good 
service, at a higher rate of charge, than to 
poor service at a lower rate. Others attach 
more importance to the money saved through 
the lower rate than to the time consumed in 
waiting for trains or in making the actual 
journey. It is safe to say that many more 
complaints hewe been received by the com- 
mission about the alleged inadequacy of 
service than have come about the alleged 
excessiveness of rates. 

The necessities of neither class of trav- 
elers should be ignored. Passenger cars 
should be kept in a cleanly condition, they 


should be properly heated, lighted, and ven- | 


tilated, and should be reasonably oomfort- 
able. 


Cannot Sacrifice Service. 


There can be little dissent from the prop- 
osition that the more trains that are run, the 
more will the convenience and comfort of 
the great body of the traveling public be 
subserved. The law under which the com- 
mission is operating does not undertake to 
differentiate in favor of rates and against 
wervice. The service is absolutely required 
by the law to be adequate. The rate must 
be reasonable, based on an adequate service, 
which the carrier is required, without quali- 
fication, to furnish. It does not require argu- 
ment to show that well equipped and speedy 
trains, and plenty of them, mean increased 
operating expense. It would be a backward 
step to run fewer, slower, or poorer trains. 

“The traveling public wants depots com- 
fortably warmed and lighted at convenient 
points, and tt frequently wants station agents 
mantained at places where the railway com- 
panies could well dispense with them, and it 
is apparently willing to pay for these con- 
venlences else they wouid not be wanted. 


Fixes 21 Cents as Maximum. 

“Tt is the finding and determination of the 
commission that the present maximum basal 
rate of 8 cents a mile charged for intrastate 
travel in Wisconsin is excessive, and that a 
charge of not to exceed 2% cents a mile be- 
tween points within the state should be sub- 
stituted therefor, and that such reduction can 
be made without affecting other classes of 
tickets that are now sold for less than 24 
cents a mile.

WILL OF JOHN A. CREIGHTON IS 
FILED FOR PROBATE AT OMAHA. 


University Founded for Brother Re- 
ecelves Largest Amount, Estimated 
at $3,000,000—0Other Institutions 
of Learning and Charity Are Be- 
queathed an Equal Sum—Relatives 
and Servants Left Large Propor- 
tion of Estate. 


Omaha, Neb., Feb. 18.—[{Special.}—By the 
terms of the will of the late John A. Oreigh- 
ton, Which wae filed for probate today, it is 
estimated that Creighton university will re- 
celve an endowment of $3,000,000 and that 
a sum nearly as large will go to other instt- 
tutions. 

The value of the estate has been estimated 
at from $7,000,000 to $10,000,000. The will 
provides specific bequests of $1,150,000, of 
which $250,000 goes to relatives and servants 
and the remainder to charity. A clause pro- 
vides that all that is left after these specific 
bequests have been satisfied shall be distrib- 
uted among the beneficiaries named in the 
proportions which their specific bequests bear 
to the whole amount.

School His “Only Child.“ 


The other relatives, who were engaged for 
years in litigation with the deceased, are not 
remembered in the will.

Its teaching staff numbers about 
150 and the students over 800, The instruct- 
ors are members of the Society of Jesus, who 
recelve no pay for their services. 

All departments of the university are open 


to boys of all creeds without discrimination, 


and the college of arts is entirely free. 
It was founded by John A. Creighton, as 
executor for his brother Edward, in 1879 


FRENCH CABINET CRISIS OFF. 


Differences Healed Between Premier 
Clemenceau and Minister Briand 
Over Church Leases. 


PARIS, Feb. 18.—The threatened cabinet 
crisis apparently has been avoided, just when 
the tension was almost at the breaking point, 
by the reaching of an agreement between 
Premier Clemenceau and Minister of Educa- 
tion Briand, who had fallen out over the plan 
to lease churches. Reports are current, too, 
that there were differences over the income 
tax law, which is bitterly opposed. 

Beyond the fact that the ministry will pre- 
gent an unbroken front to parliament, noth- 
ing is known of the nature of this compromise 
between the premier and the minister of edu- 
cation, although everything indicates that 
the minister of education has prevailed over 
his chief. The good offices of President Fal- 
lieres undoubtedly played an important role 
in preventing an open rupture. 

Notwithstanding the assurances that the 
ministerial differences have been patched up, 
tomorrow's session of the chamber of depu- 
ties is likely to be stormy, and may bring 
forth sensational developments.

Cannon said M. F. Bramley, presi- 
dent of the company, had come from Cleve- 
land to fix up the deal with Lied. 


Noted Shooter Mixed in Scandal. 

Both Lied and Immel had been paid the 
greater part of their share, Cannon said. R. 
Stanley Rhoads, according to the confession, 
had been given $2,000 after he had repre- 
sented at the company’s office that he had 
advanced this sum to Burr. Rhoads is a 
famous shooter and manager of a local sewer 
pipe company. 

Director Lied was taken before City Solici- 
tor Marshall and confronted with Cannon, 
who repeated his charges and mentioned 
dates and places, but Lied denied it all. He 
called Cannon a dope flend. The other ac- 
cused officials also made vigorous denials. 


Two Officials Arrested. 


Cannon and Lang were arrested on charges 
of accepting bribes and released on bonds of 
$500 each furnished by Rhoads. He denied 
emphatically that he had secured $2,000 for 
Burr. Denial of Cannon's charges was made 
also by President Bramley.

District Attorney Seeks Capital—Call 
Murder Accusation Absurd, 


New York, Feb. 18.—{Special.]—Counsel 
for Mrs. Lottie Wallau, who is in the Tombs 
accused of poisoning her mother, Mrs. Ida 
Binge, with corrosive sublimate, adminis- 
tered in champagne, said today she easily 
could explain her side of the case, but that, 
by advice of her attorneys, she would say 
nothing at this time. Edward Lauterbach 
of counsel for Mrs. Wallau, asked what the 
defense would be, said he would not discuss 
the case until after the inquest om Wednes- 
Gay. 

I will say.“ he added, that the charges 
against Mrs. Wallau are based on the sus- 
picions of two women with grievances. 
There was no necessity for an arrest. But 
if the district attorney felt he had to arrest 
this woman, whose reputation -hitherto has 
been spotless, there was no need to send a 
detective to her home in the dead of night to 
take her from her bed. It is characteristic 
of the district attorney that when he has a 
case against a woman he tries to make all 
the sensational capital possible out of it.“ 

David. Bandiler, also of counsel for the 
Wallaus, said: 

Remember. prima facie evidence will be 
necessary in this case to establish a motive. 
The nurse, who is the complainant, never 
said she saw Mrs. Wallau give any of this 
champagne to Mrs. Binge. Bear that in 
mind. As to any mercenary object, that is 
absurb. Mrs. Binge owned only a house at 
68 East Eightieth street. The rest of her 
property already had been given to Mrs. 
Wallau or given to her management.“ 

It came out today that Dr. Jacobi of Mount 
Sinai hospital was called into the case by 
Mrs. Wallau herself. Dr. Jacobi has sworn 
in an affidavit that Mrs. Binge died from 
natural causes aa @ result of a cancerous 
growth. No bichloride of mercury was given 
her, he declares, 


KILLS 2 CHILDREN AND SELF; 
MOTHER’S WEAPON IS KNIFE. 


Triple Tragedy in an Indiana Home Is 
Without Apparent Motive, According 
to the Husband and Father. 


Connersville, Ind., Feb. 18.—Using a butcher 
knife, Mrs. J. 8. Mundell, aged 35, today 
killed her two daughters, aged 4 years and 7 
months, and then committed suicide. She 
was alone in the house with the children, and 
when Mr. Mundell returned home for lunch- 
eon he found the house locked and the blinds 
drawn. In a downstairs bedroom lying side 
by side on a bed with their throats cut were 
the woman and two children. Mrs. Mundell 
lived an hour, but did not recover conscious- 
ness. 

The only indiéation that Mrs. Mundell act- 
ed premeditatedly was the possible sig- 
nificance attached to her asking her hus- 
band this morning what time he would be 
home to luncheon. On the kitchen table were 
partially peeled potatoes and other evidences 
that Mrs. Mundell had begun the preparation 
of the noon meal. 

Mundell says his wife was in perfect health 
apparently and he knew no cause for the act. 
Mundell is employed by the Roots Foundry 
company. He was formerly mayor of Ox- 
ford, O., and is a graduate of Miami college. 


GR. SHOOTS MAN AND SELF 


FOLLOWING LOVERS’ QUARREL 


After Threatening to Kill Sweetheart 
Young Woman Enters His Room and 
Both Are Found Wounded. 


Marion, III., Feb. 18.—[Special.]—Following 
a lovers’ quarrel and a threat to kill him if 
he did not marry her today, Miss Nora Turner, 
aged 20, of Harrisburg, II., today shot and 
fatally wounded Robert Kennedy, aged 26, 
then turned the revolver upon herself, in- 
flicting a wound which will prove fatal. 

Mise Turner has lived in Marion for the 
last few months and hes been keeping com- 
pany with Kennedy. The 2 quarreled 
last night and Kennedy demanded keepsakes 
he had given the girl. Before separating 
Miss Turner told Kennedy thet she would 
kill him if he did not marry her today. 

At noon today Miss Turner went to Ken- 
nedy’s rooms here and the shooting followed. 

The girl, however, claims Kennedy shot her 
by garden’ 5 and then wounded himself.

Gov. Deneen Writes to Gov. J. Frank 
Hanly Asking if the Hoosier State 
Cannot Check Victorious Career of 
the Gambling Ship—Reply Comes 
That “Nothing Can Be Done“ 
Now Up te Mayor of Chicage and 
Sheriff of Cook County. 


Springfield, Ill, Feb. 18.—! Special.]—Ac- 
cording to opinions expressed by Gov. Deneen 
of Illinols and Gov. Hanly of Indiana, it is up 
to the local authorities of both states to pre- 
vent the operation of gambling steamers such 
as the City of Traverse on Lake Michigan. 

Both executives hold that under the laws 
of their respective states, they have no au- 
thority to enforce the statutes against the 
operation of such boats. 

In their letters to each other, the governors 
aver that they will call on the local authori- 
ties to do their duty, but that is as much as 
they legally can do. The correspondence be- 
tween the two governors was brought about 
by the action of the Cook county grand jury, 
through State's Attorney Healy, calling upon 
Gov. Deneen to codperate with Gov. Hanly 
in suppressing such gambling. 


Deneen to Gov. Hanly. 

Gov. Deneen addressed a letter to Gov. 
Hanly on the subject, expressing his views 
and inclosing the letter to him from Mr. Han- 
ly and the report of the Cook ebunty grand 
jury on the matter. His letter was as fol- 
lows: 

Dear Governor: I may say that the laws 
of this state do not give the governor power 
to enforce the statutes referred to. The 
duty of enforcing such statutes devolves 
upon sheriffs, chiefs of police, marshals, and 
village, town, and city authorities. Even in 
the event the militia is called out, I am re- 
quired under our laws to place them under 
the immediate charge of the sheriffs or chief 
officer of the municipality where trouble 
arises. 

J do not know whether or not your laws 
are different from ours in this regard, but I 
gend you this for your information. I may 
add, however, that whenever my attention 
is called to violation of law, I immediately 
call the matter to the attention of the proper 
local authorities. 

It is hardly necessary to add that I know 
nothing whatever about the information 
transmitted, or whether or not any laws of 
your state have been violated.

Hanly Can Do Nothing. 

In reply Gov. Hanly wrote: 

„My Dear Governor: I have your favor 
of the 13th instant, containing copy of the 
correspondence mailed to you by John J. 
Healy, state’s attorney for Cook county, 
Illinois, and in answer beg to advise you that 
under the laws of the state of Indiana the 
governor has no direct authority in the mat- 
ters referred to. 

“The duty of enforcing the statutes relat- 
ing to gambling and illicit sales of intoxicat- 
ing liquors is devolved upon sheriffs, chiefs 
of police, marshals of villages, town and city 
authorities. Whenever my attention is called 
to violations of these statutes, however, I 
urge local authorities to investigate and 
cause the arrest and prosecution of any per- 
sons believed to be guilty of such unlawful 
acts. 

‘“‘T shall take pleasure in forwarding copies 
to the prosecuting attorney and the sheriff 
of Lake county, Indiana, with the request 
that the law, if it is being violated, be en- 
forced and the guilty persons prosecuted,

FORMER SOL SOLDIER 


Witness at Brownsville In- 
quiry Says Negro Troops 
Were Hated. 


POINTS’ NOT CLEARED UP. 


Others to Be Called May Shed 
Light on Contradictory 
Testimony. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 18.—Witnesses in 
the Brownsville hearing today testified that 
the shooting began in the rear of the com- 
missary, away from the town, and continued 
around the road and into the town while the 
call to arms was being sounded. 

Charles W. Askew, an ex-soldier, who was 
musician of the guard and sounded the call 
to arms on the night 6f Aug. 13, said at about 
midnight his call was taken up by the trum- 
peters at the barracks. He thought the men 
firing the shots were stationed in the town. 
near the gate into the military reservation. 
He did not hear any shots passing over phe 
guardhouse. 

William C. Nolan, a private of the first class 
in the hospital corps, a white soldier, thought 
the first shot came from the rear of the com- 
missary, back of the hospital, and not from 
the direction of the town. He thought the 
fort was being attacked, but he would 
not be certain that the shooters were outside 
or within the military inclosure. 


Would “Kill Every Nigger.” 


“William Harden, a negro ex-private sol- 
dier, said that he was in the hospital con- 
valescent on Aug. 13, and that he had been 
given permission to go to the post exchange 
to buy an apple pie, but had been instructed 
to get back before the arrival of Maj. Me- 
Comb, who was acting surgeon at the hos- 
pital. While coming back, he said, he almost 
ran into Maj. Penrose, Maj. McComb, and 


another man, walking toward the hospital. 


He said that he stepped back to let them pass 
and they stopped and began to talk. The 
strange man, according to Harden, said: 

“I tell you, Texas won't stand for it.“ 

He then sald something about an assault 
upon his wife, and added: 

It some soldiers are not put under ar- 
rest by 10 o'clock tonight, we'll kill every 
nigger soldier in Fort Brown.” Harden said 
he dodged into the hospital and heard noth- 
ing more. 

Harden said he heard about fifteen horse- 
men galloping around the country road and 
entering the town. The firing, he thought, 
was by this body of men. 

Nolan testified that there were no horsemen 
passing around this road. Sergeant Altman 
of the Hospital corps, also a white soldier, 
sustained Nolan. It will require the t 
mony of Sanborn, who has been subpeena 
to clear the situation. 


Saw Negro in Uniform. 

San Antonio, Tex., Feb. 18.—[{Special.}— 
In the Penrose courtmartial today, I. W. 
Evans, whose wife was attacked by a negro 
soldier at Brownsville the night before the 
town was shot up, told that immediately after 
the shooting he was standing at a corner 
beside a rosebush when a negro soldier in 
uniform, carrying a rifle, went past him, go- 
ing toward the wall of the fort. He was so 
close he could have reached out his hand 
and touched the negro. 


DAKOTA SHIPMENTS HELD UP. 


Business Men of Kathryn Appeal for 
Relief Against Blockade on 
Northern Pacific. 


Kathryn, N. D., Feb. 18.—An appeal to the 
governor and the interstate commerce com- 
mission has been sent by the business men 
for action im the matter of resumption of 
freight traffic. It is declared that no fuel, 
oll, flour, or merchandise has been hauled 
into this station by the Northern Pacific rall- 
road company since Jan. 1.“ 

The appeal also says that Kathryn's three 
elevators are full, that sixteen carloads of 
grain have been on the side tracks for nearly 
two months; that the merchants have in 
transit goods which when received will be 
dead stock for the next eight months 

It is declared that by reason of the lack 
of freight traffic the farmers are unable to 
dispose of their grain and to pay their bills. 
The business men charge that the Northern 
Pacific has not put forth its best efforts in 
opening this branch of the road.

Bailey Out of the Race. 

When Gorman died Joe Blackburn of Ken- 
tucky was chosen as democratic leader, al- 
though it was known then that his term 
would expire this year. The reason for this 
was that no other of the democratic senators 
had a sufficient following to make it at all cer- 
tain that he could command the caucus vote. 
Since then, Joe Balley of Texas has been 
‘practically eliminated from the race. He 
has not been here at all this session, having 
been forced to remain at home to defend him- 
self against serious charges which were 
brought against him, of dowrright corrup- 
tion in public life. He has been reélected for 
another term and an investigating committee 
will present a formal report, finding that he 
is innocent of having received bribes. There 
has been such a serious wrench to his repu- 
tation, however, that his influence in the 
United States senate is practically destroyed. 
The democrats might choose him as their 
caucus leader, but if they did so their action 
at all times would be open to serious suspi- 
cion as to the motives behind it. 

Balley’s colleague, Senator Charles A. Cul- 
berson of Texas, is in many respects well 
fitted for the position of minority leader. He 
is just a year or so on the wrong side of 50, 
was governor of his state for two terms, and 
is particularly well known here because he is 
the gon of that Culberson of Texas who was 
a power in the house of representatives dur- 
ing the Cleveland administraticn, and who 
was Uncle Joe Cannon's predecessor as hold- 
er of the purse strings of the appropriations 
committee. Senator Culberson succeeded 
Roger Q. Mills in 1899 and was reélected 
unanimously two years ago in sharp contra- 
distinction to Bailey, who saved himself only 
by a scratch. Senator Culberson has de- 
veloped wonderfully in the last few years and 
has participated in a good many sharp de- 
bates with marked success. He is a good 
talker, clear, logical, and conservative, but 
he is distant with his colleagues and is not 
altogether the type of man they might care 
to follow through thick aad thin. 


Bacon Best in Sight. 

From a purely technical point of view Sen- 
ator Bacon of Georgia is the best equipped 
man in the senate for the position of minor- 
ity leader. He is young and energetic, in 
spite of his service im the confederate army 
and the fact that he is 68 years old. He was 
speaker of the Georgia house for many years, 
is a good debater, and really has done more 
than any other southern senator to outline 
the party policy for the last few years. 

Bacon is one of the old timers, as the sen- 
ate now goes, heving served there since 1894. 
He ts becoming more and more respected on 
the republican side, and this means a great 
deal more in the senate than it does in the 
house. He comes from a state which rep- 
resents almost in an ideal degree the pros- 
perity and energy of the new south, and his 
selection as minority leader probably would 
be more satisfactory, taking one considera- 
tion with another, than almost any other 
man who has been mentioned for the place. 

Senator Bacon is well equipped in regard 
to foreign affairs, is an excellent lawyer, and 
is a member of the rules committee of the 
senate, which means a good deal in itself. 
In spite of his resounding name, Augustus 
Octavius Bacon, he is an anti-imperialist who 
has impressed his views on legislation. 


Republicans Not Concerned. 

It is remarkable that thus far presidential 
politics do not seem to be concerned with 
the failure of the democrats either in the 
house or senate to get together. Every one 
expects the nomination of Bryan, and it will 
not be in the power of the minority leader at 
either end of the capitol to alter existing po- 
litical conditions. The best they can do is to 
consolidate the efforts of the minority in 
such a way as to bring living issues to the 
front and avoid wasting their ammunition 
on questions in which the people are not and 
cannot be interested. 

With De Armond in the house and Bacon in 
the senate there would be a chance for good 
leadership and a lively session next year, 
but the democratic party in congress is so 
split up that quite as likely as not they will 
take a second rate man or one who could not 
command the confidence of his colleagues 
or the people, like Bailey of Texas. In that 
case Mr. Bryan will have to make His cam 
paign on such issues as he may be able to 
evolve from the august loneliness of his Ne- 
braska home.

Washington, D. C., Feb. 18,—The remark- 


able growth in the automobile industry and 
the decline of bicycle products are strikingly 
indicated in a statement issued today by the 
census bureau on the manufacture of auto- 
mobiles, bicycles, and tricycles for 1905. 
The total production of automobiles in 1905 


was 22,880, valued at $26,645,064, as against 


only 3,723 in 1900; with a value of $4,748,011, 


thus showing an increase in value of 461.1 


per cent. Of the 21,692 autos turned out 
by automobile factories, 18,699, or 86.2 per 
cent, were propelled by gasoline; 1,568, or 7.2 
per cent, by steam; and 1,426, or 6.6 per cent, 
by electricity.

The figures for 1905 represent the output of 
the 121 establishments reporting the com- 
plete automobile as their principal product.

cycles, sewing machines, etc.—which during } 


the year covered by the census turned out 
1.138 automobiles, valued at $879,205; and 57 
establishments which manufactured auto- 
mobile bodies and parts to the value of $3,388,- 
472. 

In the period between the two censuses, the 
number of establishments turning out the fin- 
ished automobile as their principal product 
increased from 57 to 121; the amount of cap- 
ital invested in these establishments, from 
$5,768,857 to $20,555,247; and the average 
number of wage earners employed, from 2,241 
to 10,220. The average capital per estab- 
lishment increased from $101,208 to $169,878, 
or 67.9 per cent. * 

At the census of 1900 the manufacture of 
automobiles on a commercial scale was car- 
ried on in thirteen states, and at the later cen- 
sus the number had increased to seventeen. 
At the census of 1005 Michigan ranked first 
in number of establishments, amount of cap- 
ital invested, and value of products; and 
second in number of wage earners employed. 
At the census of 1000 the industry had no ex- 
istence in this state. At the later census 

Ohio stood only third in the number of es- 
tablishments and the amount of capital in- 
vested, but first in the number of wage earn- 
ers and second in the value of products. New 
York ranked second in number of establish- 
ments, third in number of wage earners and 
in value of products, and fourth in amount of 
capital invested. a 

Centers of Manufacture. 


Connecticut, which at the census of 1900 
stood first in the amount of capital invested, 
number of wage earners, and value of prod- 
ucts, dropped to second rank in capital and 
to fourth in the two other respects. In 1900 


there was only one state, Connecticut, which 


reported an aggregate capital in excess of 
$1,000,000, while in 1903 there were eight 
states in that class. They included the four 
states already named, the other four, in 
order of size of capital, being Massachu- 
setts, Pennsylvania, Wisconsin, and Indiana, 

Detroit and Cleveland ranked first and sec- 
ond,. respectively, as centers for the manufac- 
ture of automobiles. Detroit reported twelve 
establishments, with more than ohe-seventh 
the total capital invested in the entire coun- 
try, and more than one-fifth the total value 
ot products. The average capital invested 
per establishment: was $248,579, and the av- 
erage value of products $448,515. Cleveland's 
seven establishments were individually 
larger than those in Detroit, haying an aver- 
age capital of $379,120, and an average value 
of products of $608,140. The two cities to- 
gether were credited with more than one- 
third the total value of products for the entire 
country. 

Buffalo stood third as an automobile manu- 
facturing center, and New Yorkfourth. The 
five establishments of Buffalo reported an 
aggregate capital of $790,853, and a value of 
products of 81.388.500. The six establish- 
ments located in New York had an aggregate 
capital of $1,357,064 and a value of products 
of $1,186,452. | 
Statistics of Machines. 

In 1900 the number of automobiles turned 
out by regular manufacturers was 3.723. At 
the census of 1905 the total output was 22,830. 
Of the 21,692 machines turned out by automo- 
bile factories 18,699, or 86.2 per cent, were 
propelled by gasoline; 1,568, or 7.2 per cent, 
by steam; and 1,425, or 6.6 per cent, by elec- 
tricity.

TEXAS AFTER H. CLAY PIERCE 
FOR ALLEGED FALSE AFFIDAVIT 


Requisition Received by Gov. Folk and 
Hearing Is Set for Today—Indict- 
ment Based on Trust Action. 


Jefferson City, Mo., Feb. 18.—[{Special.}— 
Gov. Folk received a requisition from Gov. 
Campbell of Texas this evening asking the 
return to Austin of H. Clay Pierce of St. 
Louis, charged with — a false affi- 
davit. The governor was informed by H. 
S. Priest and J. D. Johnson of St. Louis, at- 
torneys for Pierce, that they desired to show 
cause why the requisition should not be hon- 
ored, and a hearing was set for tomorrow. 
Attorney General Hadley will be present. 
From the papers sent to Gov. Folk it ap- 
pears the indictment was returned by the 
grand jury of Travis county, Tex., Nov. 1, 
1906. 

The indictment is based upon an affidavit 
Pierce made May 31, 1900, as head of the 
Waters-Pierce Oil company in Texas, alleg- 
ing that he was not connected with any other 
corporation with a view of controlling prices. 

The Texas indictment against Pierce sur- 
prised no one here, although denials had been 
sent out from Texas at the time it was re- 
turned. That it was due to the revelations 
obtained by Attorney General Hadley of this 
state, in the outer proceedings he instituted 
against the Standard Oil company, is hardly 
to be doubted. Not a few here think the 
Texas indictment is based largely upon the 
testimony of Pierce before Commissioner 
Anthony in St. Louis, wherein he told of the 
relationship existing between the Waters- 
Pierce Oil company and the Standard Oil 
company for several years. 

The requisition papers were brought here 
by Deputy Sheriff Hall of Travis county, 
Texas, who presumed he could act in place 
of the sheriff. Gov. Folk informed him that 
only the person named by the governor of 
Texas as agent for the state could be recog- 
nized. The deputy telegraphed to the sher- 
iff to hasten here. The latter will not be 
able to reach this city before tomorrow 
night. The attorneys for Pierce, who is in 
New York, will put up a hard fight to prevent 
his being taken to Texas.

The exports to foreign countries of North 
America increased from $77,801 in 1902 to

In 1905 the exports to Mexico amounted to

AMENDMENTS OF STATUTES SUG- 
GESTED BY JUDGE GIBBONS. 


Chieage Jurist in Hie Annual Report 
te the Supreme Court Recommends 
Better Provisions for the Protec- 
tion of Children and Reform in 
Treatment of Criminals in What 
He Calis “ Pest Breeding Peniten- 
tiaries.” , 


Better laws for the treatment of criminals 
and the protection of children in Illinois were 
recommended by Judge Gibbons of the Cir- 
cult court in his annual report forwarded 
yesterday to the Supreme court. Prisons 
equipped to reform prisoners were urged by 
the judge to take the place of what he terms 
the present “ pest breeding penitentiaries.”’ 

Judge Gibbons emphasizes the necessity of 
enacting a statute for the protection of chil- 
dren in Meu of the “ loosely prepared ect of 
1908, which the Supreme court recently de- 
clared tobe unconstitutional. Healso favors 
the parole of first offenders, in cases not in- 
volving great moral turpitude, prior to brand- 
ing them as felons. 


Urges Employment. of Convicts. 

The judge further suggests that prisoners 
be taken out of the penitentiary and put to 
work on the highways as a means of abetting 
reforms among the criminal classes, 

Those who have given thoughtful con- 
sideration to the subject of penology,’’ writes 
Judge Gibbons, maintain that legislation 
should be directed rather to reformation 
than punishment, and my own investigations 
lead me to maintain similar views.” 

The report dwells on the fact that society 
ie partly responsible for the vicious propen- 
sities of the criminals of today. 


Points Way to Reform. 

“IM society would do ite share to reform 
and reclaim criminals,”’. the report says, we 
should find that instead of our present pest 
breeding penitentiaries, which  intiose 


mission of one offense, and which return 
them, if returned alive, fitted for the per- 
petration of many offenses; that instead of 
these pest spots, which brutalize any remain- 
ing spark of manhood in their natures or 
Grive them insane, we should have moral and 
sanitary reformatories for them where the 
trustworthy could work in the open air and 
in building highways, which would add to 
the wealth, comfort, and convenience of the 
eople.

PODSTATA-ON CLINICS 


CONSIDERS IT IS LESS HARMFUL 


THAN VISITING DAYS. 


Head of Elgin Insane Asylum, Re- 
plying to Speaker Shurtief, Asks 
if Study by Physicians Is Worse 
than Crowd of Morbid Curiosity 
Seekers—Says Kankakee and Dun- 
ning Frequently Have Submitted 


Patients to Observation of Students 


Elgin. III., Feb. 18.—[Special.]}—Dr. V. H. 
Podstata, superintendent of the Northern 
Itlinots Insane hospital, has arrived from 
Corpus Christi, Tex., after a twelve days’ 
vacation. He had had no intimation of the 
trouble making attempted during his absence. 
He merely smfled when told of the resolu- 
tions offered by Speaker Shurtleff denoun- 
cing the holding of clinics. He did not appear 
greatiy alarmed when told of other reports 
emanating from Springfield. 

Dr. Podstata stated that an investigation 
by-the house committee on appropriations 
would not be unexpected under the circum- 
stances. From his attitude he appeared 
to court an inquiry regarding his adminis- 
tration of affairs. Dr. Podstata spoke thus 
regarding the holding of clinics: 

“The clinics at the Fligin hospital have 
been purely scientific discussions. If it is 
wrong for medical men to study mental cases 
at public institutions, is it not far worse for 
purely curiosity seekers to have access to 
hospitals for the insane two days a week? 


Declares Clinics No Innovstion. 

“ Clinics are an innovation at this hospital, 
but they were held at Kankakee for years, 
and at Dunning also. They have not always 
been composed of dignified bodies of physi- 
clans, but for the most part consisted of 
young college students, who, nevertheless, 
were present for the purpose of studying 
mental diseases. They never attended the 
lectures or entered th institutions out of 
morbid curiosity. 
~ “ The invitations extended to the Fox River 
Valley Medical association were not worded 
by me, although sent out under my iInstruc- 
tions. There was no entertainment of any 
kind connectéd with the clinics. No names 
of patients were mentioned, and no patient 
objected in the least to being taken into the 
clinic room. Fainting Bertha was the only 
patient. the physicians knew, and she told 
them her name herself. 


Visitors Much More Objectionable. 

“Much more objectionable than these 
clinics are the public visiting days, when 
state institutions often are crowded with a 
morbid crowd whoee only object is curiosity. 
At Dunning as many as 1,100 persons have 
visited the institution in one day. Visitors 
are not satisfied with harmless patientse— 
they wish to see raving maniacs, and are dis- 
appointed if unable to see the inmateg in 
chains or locked in cells. 

I have been obliged to drive crowds away 
from Dunning that were amusing themselves 
by pointing sticks at the patients as they 
might at so many wild beasts.”

- Aldermen Threaten to De- 
feat Charter. 


THINK PEOPLE OPPOSED. 


All Provisions Relating to Mayor 


and Council Are Ratified 
Intact.

That the term of all aldermen holding of- 
fice under the new charter will be four years 
was definitely settled yesterday as far as 
the makers of the charter are concerned. 
Every effort to reduce the term to two years 
was defeated in the charter convention. 

That the charter will never become a law 
as long as the aldermen's term ts left at four 
years was the prediction made by those whe 
led the fight against the long term provision. 
They said it could not be put through the 
legislature; they said the people would not 
* stand for it.” 

After they had made this prediction in the 
form of a threat the vote was taken squerely 
on the proposition whether the charter should 
provide a four year term for aldermen or a 
twe year term It was taken on an amend- 
ment offered by Joseph A. O'Donnell, which 
substituted the word two for the word 
“four.” The vote resulted in a tie. 

Chairman Foreman did not vote, indicating 
that he favored the four year term, for he 
at once announced that the amendment had 
been lost. His vote would have changed the 
result. The vote on Mr. O’Donnell’s motion 
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Argue for Two Year Term. 

In presenting his amendment Mr. O'Donnell 
declared it to be imperative that the'alder- 
men de compelled to go back to the people 
every two years to give an accounting of 
their, stewarcship. 

Col. E. C. Young declared he had been con- 
verted to the two year plan. 

“The mayor would be given too much in- 
fluence,”” he said, were the aldermen to be 
Selected for four years.“ 

Robert E. Pendarvis, Louis F. Post, and 
James Linehan also made the plea that too 
much political power would be given to the 
mayor under the four year term plan. Mr. 
Linehan said: 

What guarantee would the people have 
that aldermen would not get into the council 
by saying they were for one thing, when in 
reality they stood for another. That some- 
times happens now, but we are able to get 
aldermen out of the way in two years. A 
charter with a four year term for aldermen 
never can be adopted.” 


Election in Middle of Mayor’s Term. 

Walter L. Fisher, to remove objection to 
the four year term on the ground that it 
would give too much power to the mayor, 
offered ani amendment providing that alder- 
manic elections shall be held during the 
second year after the election of mayor. 
After the efforts to reduce the term of office 
of aldermen had been beaten a viva voce 
vote was taken on Mr. Fisher’s amendment. 
The vote was overwhelmingly im favor of the 
change. 

An effort to reduce the number of wards 
pro‘ ided@ for in the charter from seventy to 
fifty, which would have the effect of reducing 
in Hike proportion the size of the council, was 
made by Mr. Fisher and met with the same 
fate as the attempt to reduce the term. The 
charter provision fixing the number of wards 
at seventy and one alderman from each 
ward was adopted im its original form and 
every other provision of the charter dealing 
with the office of mayor and the city council 
was left intact and ratified.

A.bomb was exploded yesterday in the 
Shea conspiracy trial when the grand jury 
began an investigation of the testimony of 
Robert Noren, one of the principal witnesses 
for the defense. An indictment against Noren 
for perjury, it is said, may be returned today. 

The surprise was sprung by the state while 
Noren was giving his testimony. At the time 
he was denying the 61.800 graft story told 
by “ Al” Young, in which Young implicated 
Noren as the union man wilo passed the 
money to Shea and four other teamsters as a 
bribe to call a strike against Montgomery 
Ward & Co. 

Noren had not yet left the stand when 
State's Attorney Healy appeared before the 
grand jury with Sidney J. Stern, ex-secretary 
of the executive board of the garment work- 
ers’ union. Stern has not before appeared in 
connection with the case, but it te sald the 
etate’s attorney's office has been seeking him 
for months in various western cittesa 


More Proof of “Graft.” 

Stern is said to have been the official of the 

t workers’ union who took the $1,500 
from the treasury of the union and accom- 
panied Noren te the Stock Exchange saloon, 
where, according toe Young's testimony, the 
money, was paid to Shea and his associates 
on Apri) 5, 1905, the day preceding the team- 
esters’ strike. 

After the division of the money, according 
te evidence said to be in the hands of As- 
sistant State’s Attorney Miller, Noren, who 
had been given $100 of the sum for his 
“ troubie,” repaired to the Saratoga buffet 
in Dearborn street, where he met Stern and 
Thomas 4 Rickert, president of the united 
garment workers. It is said Noren offered 
to divide there with the other two of- 
ficials, but that they refused and compelled 
him to turn the money back into the treasury 
of the union... 


Defense Objects in Vain. 

This latter point was brought out sensa- 
tionally in the afternoon while Assistant 
State’s Attorney Miller was cross examining 
Noren on the witness stand in Judge Kava- 
nagh’s court. Noren had just denied the 
$1,500 story in detail, when Mr. Miller put 
this question to him:

THE IMMIGRATION BILL. 

The immigration bill, which would have 
died in conference committee It it had not 
been for the Japanese question, passed 
the senate and the house yesterday. The 
bill contains no edueational requirement. 
On that point the senate, which had in- 
sisted on one, gave way. The head tax is 
raised $1, but that will not check immi- 
gration seriously. More stringent provi- 
sion la made for the exclusion of unde- 
sirables. Among those who may be kept 
out are all persons who are found to be, 
and are, certified by the examining sur- 
geon as being physically or mentally de- 
fective, such mental or physical defect be- 
ing of a nature which may affect the 
ability of such aliens to earn their living.” 
The examining surgeon is given great 
power, for there is no appeal from his de- 
cision. There are many immigrants who, 
when they reach New York after a long 
and distressing voyage, are in such a de- 
pressed physieal condition that it would 
seem to the casual observer as if they 
never would be able to earn their Hving. 
This is especially true of immigrants who 
have been living on the verge of starva- 
tion in the countries whence they came. 
Therefore, the examining surgeons, who 
are empowered to exclude an alien if they 
think he “may” be unable to earn his 
living, should be men of high intelligence, 
who will not be misled by surface appear- 
ances and make a harsh, unjust use of the 
authority committed to them. 

Whether the provisions of the bill will 
interfere with the efforts which are being 
made by some of the southern states to 
encourage immigration to get labor for 
their factories and their fields re 
mains to be seen. Much will de- 
pend on the interpretation of thé pro- 
visions by the department of commerce 
and labor. The opposition of southern 
senators to the Lill was largely due to 
their fear that the interests of their states 
would be injurel. The people who have 
been brought over through the agency of 
the states have been of a superior class. 
It may be that ff state activity is re-

stream of immigration were once turned 


in the direction of the south it would be 
more than likely to increase in volume.

A more equal distribu- 
tion of immigration would benefit both 
sections. 


HONOR IN COLLEGES. 
At the beginning of the present college 


year the seniors at Yale university agreed 


to adopt the “honor system.” This ex- 
pression in college circles is understood to 
refer to an arrangement under which the 
students declare their intentions not to 
cheat in recitation or examination. Its 
foundation rests upon the conviction that 
the commandment “Thou shalt not 
steal applies to intellectual activity, and 
that the true idem of a gentleman cannot 
be associated with one who seeks a better 
mark by dishonest means, The Yale sen- 
iors found that their new plan worked so 
well that they now propose its extension 
to include the lower classes. Some doubt 
is expressed, however, whether the fresh- 
men should be so trusted. 

College freshmen quickly learn the ways 
of the upper classmen. They look with in- 
terest upon the older member of the col- 


The speed mania may be 
the primary reason for many sue 
dents as the recent one. People are im- 
patient; they wish to travel the greatest 
number of miles in the least possible num- 
ber of minutes, and the railroads are will- 
ing to aceommodate them. As for the 
officials of the New York Central, they do 
not seem to have taken into account the 
changed conditions, the substitution of 
electricity for steam, the inexperience of 
their motormen, the lightness of the equip- 
ment which forbids travel at a greatly in- 
creased momentum, This fs true not only 
of the New York Central but of all roads 
and cities where the electric motor has 
been accepted as the motive power. It is 
true of surface transportation in Chicago, 
where accidents, more or less fatal to life, 
have resulted from running electric cars at 
a high rate of speed when the rails were 
too light and the roadbed was in need of 
repairs. ; , 

After the terrible disaster at Salisbury 
the English officials admitted with deep 
sorrow and contrition that it had been pre- 
eipitated by sending frail cars at tre- 
mendous speed around sharp curves. They 
promised correction of that fatal error. 
It would be a hopeful sign of the times 
if officials of American railways, Instead 
of jumping at the exoneration of their 
employés and themselves, would look a 
little more searchingly Into the causes of 
trouble and admit and correct their mis- 
takes of judgment. It is not possible to 
eliminate all accidents of travel, but it is 
possible to guard against such unneces- 
sary accession of speed as jeopardizes the 
lives of passengers even if passengers ap- 
pear willing to take the risk. The fact 
that some electricians declare that electric 
trains can be run at a speed of 125 miles 
an hour does not justify the attainment 
of such speed under present conditions, 
Advanced speed is a small matter as com- 
pared with the preservation of human life. 
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A BARE possibility existe that by the time 
Mayor McClellan of New York City finishes 
his term of office the courts may decide that 
he was not elected.

Yet so highly prized is the distinction by 
those who are fortunate enough to possess 
it that they prefix the letters O. M.“ to 
all the other initial letters which follo s (heir 
names to indicate the ordere of knighthood 
which they owm

The insignia of the order consists of a cross 
of red and blue enamel, bordered with gold. 
and having within a laurel wreath upon a 
center medallion of blue enamel the motto 
of the order, that is to say, For Merit,” in 
letters of gold. On the reverse, within a 
laure) wreath, upon a center of blue enamel, 
ig the cipher in gold of the sovereign. The 
cross is surmounted by the imperial crown, 
in gold and colored enamel, and is suspended 
around the neck by a parti-colored nibbon 
of garter blue and crimson of the breadth of 
two inches. In cases where the order has 
beerr bestowed in recognition of meritorious 
services in the navy or army, the cross is 
further adorned by the addition of twosiiver 
swords with gold hilts, placed saltirewise 
between the angles of the cross. The order 
was created by King Edward on the occasion 
of his coronation in the summer of 1902. 

— 

There are a far larger number of men than 
most people would be willing to belfeve who 
object to titles. Thomas Carlyle wae one 
of these, and @eclined the Grand Cross of the 
Order of the Bath when it was pressed upon 
tim by Queen Victoria and several of her 
ministers, om the ground that it would entail 
hig becoming Sir Thomas Cariyile, which 
he considered would be ridiculous and ae 
calculated to diminish rather than to en- 
hance his prestige. He, however, accepted 
with pleasure the Prussian Order of Merit 
from the late Emperor Wiliam, in recogni- 
tion more especially of his history of Fred- 
erick the Great. For thie Prussian order 
permitted him to remain plain Thomas Car- 
lyle, as theretofore. King Edward had this 


in mind when he created his Order of Merit.

There is a strong impression in political 
and administration circles in England to the 
effect that James Bryce’s appointment is in 
the nature of a cial and therefore tem- 
porary mission rather than as a permanent 
ambassador. And this is the view adopted 
hy the conservatives and liberal unionists, 
They take the ground that Mr. Bryce, aga 
member of the liberal cabinet and as one of 
the most vigorous champions of the domestic 
amd foreign policy of the liberal administra-

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The week of grand opera at the Auditorium 
by the Sam Carlo company opened finely last 
evening.

They are 
taught quickly the importance of the com- 
mandment “Thou shalt not be found 
out.” They come to understand that 
“swiping” is not stealing, and that, no 
matter what the value of an object may 
be, it is all right for a college man to steal 
it or destroy it. If freshmen are not 
ready for the “honor system” the fault 
largely rests upon their teachers in the 
upper classes, 

At Princeton it is said that no man can 
cheat in examination and stay in the insti- 
tution, the overwhelming condemnation of 
his fellows being sure and merciless. The 
same thing is true in most southern col 
leges, according to the account given in 
Sheldon’s Student Life and Customs.” 
The fine sense of honor long the heritage 
of the south manifests itself in this way 
also, the prdfessor taking no precautions 
in an examination, sometimes leaving the 
room, the students being quick to detect 
and punish an offender against their un- 
written code. In the northern colleges lit- 
tle attempt has been made to check the 
custom of cheating in class or examina- 
tion, and no special censure follows detec- 
tion in such a course so far as the student 
body is concerned. 

It is unfortunate that “honor” is so 
scarce a commodity among the boys and 
girls who are in the colleges. While the 
Yale seniors were discussing the value of 
their plan for extending the honor sys- 
cem,“ the Yale librarian was preparing a 
press bulletin announcing that a student 
had been expelled from the institution for 
mutilating the files of papers in the libra- 
ry, utterly unconscious, apparently, of the 
petty meanness of his selfish act. In a 
local university a few days ago three post- 
ers designed for the advertising of a stu- 
dent show given to raige money for stu- 
dent prizes were stolen almost as soon as 
they were put up, those who made them 
being deprived both of the desired adver- 
tising from them and of the money their 
sale was expected to bring. The “I did 
not think reply to censure is a common 
one, because students have been educated 
in wrong ideals. Most of the attempts to 
better conditions have failed. It is a slow 
process to overcome the influence of tradi- 
tions in college. It is unfortunate that so 
many of these traditions take little ac- 
count of “ honor.”

Selling Meets | Every Attempt to 
‘Raise Quotations and the Profes- 
sionals Turn to Getting Rid of 
Their Long Commitments—Final 
Covering, However, Allows the Is- 
sues to Gain Steady Tone Before 
Close of the Session.

NEW YORK, Feb. 18.—(Special.)—It be- 
came evident today that the leaders in the 
stock market were making a successful ef- 
fort to curb the upward movement in prices, 
and the speculators soon took warning and 
began to place themselves on the selling side 
and reduced long commitments. Amalga- 
mated Copper and Anaconda were the first 
issues to feel the effect of this selling. 

Other causes which aided in holding in 
check the advances in prices were the fact 
that the Bank of England had secured all 
arrivals of gold from Africa and the prospect 
of the early resumption of the interstate 
commerce commission's inquiry into the Har- 
riman railway dealings. 

Sterling exchange in Paris rose vigorously 
today and this is attributed to remittances 
from Paris to London in payment of sub- 
scriptions to American railroad note issues. 
An accumulation of American credits in Lon- 
don is thus going on and the absence of com- 
petition against the Bank of England for the 
gold in London @gain was believed to be due 
to deference of New York bankers to the 
needs of the London market. 

The day’s rumors today were largely deal- 
ing with supposed coming note issues, of 
which the extent and variety were said to 
be great. No authoritative announcements 
followed the rumors. The compilation of 
national bank returns to the controller, re- 
ceived from Washington today, claimed the 
principal interest on account of the increas- 
ing excess of the loan item over the indl- 
vidual deposits. In fact, compared with the 
previous statement of Nov. 12; there hag been 
an actual shrinkage in the deposit item of 
over $174,000,000, while loans have expanded 
in the same time $97,222,833, and over Jan- 
uary last year upwards of $392,000,000.
